BIG SHORTAGE OF PLATINUM 


|More Than 95 Per Cent of Metal Comes 
From Russla—Deposits Diecov- 
ered In Germany. 


One of the difficulties in the exten- 
‘sion of electrical and technical chem- 
istry is the shortage of platinum. Rus- 
sia is practically the only country pro- 
ducing platinum; it is found in various 
localities of the Ural mountains. Very 
small quantities have been found in 
‘Borneo, Brazil, Australia and Call- 
fornia, but of the world’s total produc 
tion of 18,250 pounds, more than nine- 
ty-flve per cent comes from Russia. 
Now extensive deposits of platinum 
have been discovered in Germany, in 
Westphalia, where iron, lead, copper 
and zinc mines abound. The platinum 
is present in the form of an alloy, but 
in sufficient quantities to guarantee 
profitable extraction, and it seems 
possible that under new methods of 
analysis deposits of platinum under 
workable conditions may be found in 
various other parts of the world.— 
American Machinist.

City othe Future 


ONE VIEW °F VERA CRUZ 


ROM the City of Mexico one 
slides down to Vera Cruz in five 
hours and is in a tropical, sea 
level, cosmopolitan city, It, is 
the same change as traveling 

from Denver to Galveston, if the trip 
could be made as quickly. 

Or, if one comes by boat, the wide 
mouth of an open bay opens invitingly 
to the commerce of the world. The 
outline of the city takes form in a 
two-mile sweep of the water front. 
There are low houses along the 
bay with palms that wave above their 
eaves. There are square, four-story, 
‘adobe hotels that back them up. The 
solemn towers of ancient churches, 
cross-capped, rise here and _ there. 
The jungle slopes back up the town, 
and beyond these is Orizaba, magnifi- 
cent among volcanoes, smoking majes- 
tically from among her tropical snows, 
writes a correspondent of the Philadel- 
phia Reeord. 

Coming in by rail before I dreamed 
that our fiag would soon be flying over 
-the-slty, I-saw but-a few -blocks of 
square-bullt, balconied business houses 
with residences above, before reach- 
ing my hotel. This establishment, by 
name Hotel Diligencta, signifies dili- 
gence. This, despite the fact that it 
was the hour of the midday siesta, 
and all the town was asleep. Yet per- 
haps it portrayed diligence in com- 
parison to other institutions, for I 
found a motley assortment of BHuro- 
peans participating of “refrescas” in 
its sidewalk restaurants. 

This Hotel Diligencia is the hub of 
the town from the standpoint of its 
external affairs. It stands on the 
Plaza de la Constitucion, which gives 
an immediate secondary insight into 
the matter of extravagant nomencla- 
ture. One has but to ask the name 
of the main street which runs past 
the other front of the hotel for more 
evidence of the veneer of glory and 
freedom that appears on a city map. 
This main street is Avenue de la In- 
dependencia. 

Link to Outside World. 

This slumbrous hotel of Diligence 
on Constitution square, Independence 
avenue, furnishes a setting for the bat- 
tle of all languages of Europe. Vera 
Cruz is Mexico’s link to the outside 
world, and the business interests that 
do that business have their representa- 
tives in that city. There. are the Ger 
man representatives of great mercan- 
tile establishments, the English repre- 
sentatives of large concession holders, 
the Italian officers for steamship com- 
panies, the French agencies for auto- 
mobiles, the man from Chicago who 
sells refrigerated meats in the tropics, 
for the country is not self-supporting, 
despite its riches. 

About the Hotel Diligencia runs a 
wide porch, supported at the outer 
edge of the sidewalk by great square 
pillars. About each of these is built 
a table. Tropical jungle trees add 
their shade to that of the porch. So 
is produced a model setting for that 
sidewalk restaurant effect much util- 
ized in Hurope but seen nowhere else 
in all North America but in Vera 
Cruz. About these tables sit citizens 
of all nations. There also gather the 
natives. About these same tables 
may be seen those Mexican ladies of 
today who bear the blood of the Span- 
ish conquerors infused with the best 
of the upper caste Aztecs, and there 
are produced nowhere on earth wom- 
en of more lustrous beauty. 

From this town center branch off in- 
numerable narrow streets that multt- 
ply themselves until they have devel 
oped a city two miles long, as the 
coast runs, and half as deep. Alto 
gether it furnishes habitation for 
some thirty thousand people, and is 
the largest city on all the coasts of 
Mexico. It ia the logical shipping 
point for the trade of a nation, and 
would multiply itself by ten if the 
Yankees had Mexico for as many 
years. It has paved streets, sewers, 
sanitation, harbor improvements. It 
is magnificently situated—a city of 
the future. 

It is two blocks from the plaza to 
the water front, and it was up the 
street that leads that way that the 
first American rifie shots were fired 
when Vera Cruz was seized the other 
day. It was from the roof of the 
Parochial church. gray and fo 


Bralsed Sweetbreads.

The Plaza de la _ Constitucion 
abounds in grape-laden arbors. There 
is music in the square on three nights 
of the week, and it is converted into 
a dress parade. It wakes in cool of 
early morning, for the Vera Cruzans 
rise early and transact their business 
before the heat of the day arrives. 
At 11 o’clock the shops along Avenue 
de la Independencia put up their shut. 
ters. The whole public retreats into 
Its sleeping quarters behind thick, 
adobe walls where the cool of the 
morning still lingers because of the 
early closing of every aperture, and 
takes its siesta. 

The Sacred Scavenger. 

But while Vera Cruz sleeps from 
eleven to one, Nature’s scavengers are 
at work. It is a weird scene that 
meets the American who passes down 
the deserted streets of this port of a 
rich nation at the siesta hour. With 
shatters up and ali the huthan Hfe of 
the city suspended, one walks the de 
serted streets with a feeling of weird 
desolation. It appears to the unac 
customed visitor as a city of the dead. 

And as he passes through the still, 
sunlit streets bereft of human com- 
panionship there is ever with him that 
weird presence of the scavenger bus 
sard. This, the sacred bird of mys 
tery of the Aztecs, is a sort of guard- 
ian spirit of this city of the tropics. 
The new sewage system of Vera Crus 
does much to dispose of its refuse, 
but there is still need of the turkey 
buzzard for doing away with matter 
left on the surface.
